ordinary course of business, After this 
work was finished, the over-zealous and 
worldly-wise Customs Superintendent, 
whose! qualities have become widely 
known and esteemed at their- proper 
value through the Gunga and Masonic 
affairs, pronounced the transhipment to 
bo illegal, and seized the thousand bales 
of hemp aforesaid.
